TERMS  OF  PAYMENT: 

1.  GASH  WITH  ORDER.  Entitles  purchaser  to 
premium  of  10%  in  additional  nurserj?  stock. 

2.  GASH  ON  DELIVERY.  Net  amount  of  or- 
der— No  premium. 

3.  One-fourth  cash  with  order — Balance  on  de- 
livery of  stock. 

1 —  The  most  economical  way  of  buying  nursery  stock. 
Customers  paying  for  tlieir  stock  at  time  of  purchase 
may  select  ailclitional  nursery  stock  to  the  amount  of 
10%  of  the  advance  payment.  'The  stock  selected  as 
premium  will  be  included  with  tlie  delivery  of  the  bal- 
ance of  the  order,  without  any  additional  charge. 

Our  salesmen  are  authorized  to  accept  checks  pavable 
to  THE  NATIONAL  NURSERIES,  at  Lawrence, 
Kansas.  If  customers  prefer,  they  can  remit  direct 
to  us. 

By  paying  in  advance  the  customer  reduces  the  cost 
of  his  purchase,  by  receiving  additional  nursery  stock 
free  of  charge. 

PREFERRED  SERVICE  GIVEN  CASH  CUSTO- 
MERS. Customers  paying  in  advance  are  given  pre- 
ferred service.  The  stock  ordered  is  reserved  for 
them  and  these  orders  will  be  given  extra  attention. 

2 —  Gash  on  Delivery.  Orders  amounting  to  less  than 
$50.00  will  be  accepted  for  cash  on  delivery  from  re- 
sponsible property  owners  who  are  considered  prompt 
])av  for  their  local  obligations.  Customers  ordering 
their  stock  to  be  ptiid  for  on  delivery  are  requested  to 
furnish  the  names  and  addresses  of  one  or  two  local 
merchants  with  whoiti  they  do  business,  as  reference, 
so  we  can  look  up  their  credit  rating. 

3 —  Advance  Payment  Required  on  Orders  Amounting 
to  $50.00,  or  More. 

Terms — One-fourth  cash  with  order,  balance  on  de- 
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livery  of  the  goods.  Upon  the  amount  paid  in  ad- 
vance the  customer  will  be  given  10%  in  additional 
nursery  stock,  as  a premium.  Customer  will  have 
j)rivilege  of  j)aying  entire  amount  if  desired,  and  re- 
ceiving premium  accordingly.  This  advance  payment 
on  large  orders  shows  evidence  of  good  faitli  on  part 
of  the  customer  and  protects  lis  against  cancellation 
before  shipment  or  loss  on  delivery. 

TRANSPORTATION  CHARGES.  These  prices  are 
for  first  class  nursery  stocky  delivered  at  customer’s 
nearest  railroad  station,  ALL  TRANSPORTATION 
CHARGES  PREPAID.  We  want  to  emphasize  this 
fact,  because  the  transportation  charges,  ])articularly 
express  charges,  are  almost  prohibitive  on  small  biders. 
We  have  known  of  cases  where  the  express  charges  on 
large  trees  amounted  to  half  as  inuch  as  the  purchase 
price.  It  is  only  by  combining  the  orders  for  a town 
or  city  into  one  shipment  by  freight  or  express  that 
we  are  able  to  make  these  low  prices  for  the  quality 
of  stock  we  supply. 

PACKING.  Every  customer’s  order  is  individually 
packed  in  the  best  packing  material,  paper  and  burlap 
we  can  buy  for  this  purpose.  All  trees  and  plants  are 
inclosed  in  heavy  paper  or  burlap,  with  damp  packing 
material  around  the  roots,  to  prevent  the  stock  from 
drying  out.  Years  of  experience  have  taught  our 
workmen  to  pack  an  order  so  it  will  arrive  at  destina- 
tion in  as  good  condition  as  when  it  left  the  nursery. 

GUARANTEES.  We  agree  to  deliveT-  every  order  in 
first  class  condition  at  the  delivery  center,  transporta- 
tion charges  prepaid.  If  the  customer  will  call  for  his 
stock  on  receipt  of  notice,  and  plant  it  promptly,  he 
should  sustain  little,  if  any,  loss. 

WE  DO  NOT  REPLACE  STOCK  THAT  FAILS 
TO  LIVE.  The  living  of  trees  and  plants,  after  de- 
livery to  customer  in  good 'condition,  is  dependent 
almost  entirely  upon  conditions  of  soil,  weather  and 
after  care,  all  of  which  are  beyond  our  control. 
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“The  buyer  should  not  expect  the  nurseryman  to 
guarantee  his  trees  to  live,  any  more  than  he  would 
expect  a dealer  in  live  stock  to  guarantee  an  animal  to 
reach  a specified  age-  If  the  nurseryman  agrees  to  re- 
place trees  that  die,  he  must  charge  for  it.  He  can- 
not give  something  for  nothing  any  more  than  the 
butcher  or  grocer.  Too  often  the  agreement  to  re- 
place breeds  carelessness  in  the  buyer.  All  the  buyer 
should  ask  of  the  nurseryman  is  that  the  tree  reach 
him  in  good  condition  for  setting.” — Albert  Dickens 
of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  College  in  “Farmers’  Mail 
and  Breeze.” 

SHIPPING  SEASONS  are  controlled  by  climatic 
conditions  rather  than  by  calendar  dates,  for  which 
reason  we  are  unable  to  name  dates  of  shipment. 
Some  years,  an  ‘'early  fall”  with  cool  days  and 
frosty  nights,  brings  early  maturity  to  our  pro- 
ducts, enabling  us  to  dig  and  ship  in  the  latter 
part  of  October,  but  in  the  following  year  a“late 
fall”  may  force  these  digging  and  shipping  opera- 
tions well  into  November.  Similarly,  an  “early 
spring”  will  permit  digging  and  shipping  in  late 
March,  while  a “late  spring”  may  retard  these 
operations  several  weeks. 

Nursery  stock  cannot  be  successfully  handled 
until  it  has  completed  its  growth  in  the  fall  nor 
until  frost  leaves  the  ground  in  the  spring;  weath- 
er being  the  controlling  factor,  not  the  calendar. 

A FEW  REQUESTS  IN  RELATION 
TO  BOOKING  ORDERS 

Agents  must  look  up  the  financial  standing  of 
all  customers.  Guard  against  doubtful  orders. 
Do  not  waste  time  with  people  who  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  meeting  their  local  obligations  promptly, 
or  people  who  are  not  financially  responsible. 

Build  up  compact  deliveries  by  working  your 
territory  thoroughly. 

Fill  out  the  orders  plainly  and  correctly.  Con- 
sult the  sample  order  blank  often  and  be  sure  that

the  items  ordered,  the  price  for  each  item  and  the 
total  are  correct  before  you  hand  the  order  to 
customer  for  signature. 

The  Carbon  Paper  enclosed  with  the  outfit  will 
enable  you  to  make  out  a duplicate  order  for  the 
customer  at  the  same  time  you  are  writing  the 
original.  Never  overlook  this,  as  it  is  important 
that  customers  have  an  exact  copy  of  their  orders 
for  future  reference. 

SEND  THE  ORIGINAL  ORDER  TO  US  and 
leave  the  duplicate  or  carbon  copy  with  the  cus- 
tomer. 

Spring  and  Fall  Orders  must  be  written  on 
separate  blanks. 

Copy  the  name  of  the  customer  plainly  on  the 
line  indicated  for  that  purpose. 

SMALL  OKOERS-Because  of  the  increased  cost 
of  land,  labor,  implements,  packing  material,  etc., 
there  is  little  profit  on  orders  amounting  to  less 
than  $8.00  or  $10.00,  but  as  an  accommodation 
to  customers  we  will  accept  orders  as  small  as 
$5.00. 

Married  Women’s  Names,  Very  often  our 
lady  customers  tell  us  that  they  did  not  receive 
their  notice  of  delivery.  This  is  usually  because 
so  many  married  women  do  not  sign  their  names 
uniformly.  Ask  married  women  to  always  give 
you  the  names  of  their  husbands,  thus:  Mrs. 
James  S.  Smith,  not  Mrs.  Mary  Smith  or  Mrs. 
J.  S.  Smith.  Explain,  if  necessary,  that  we  desire 
this  so  'they  will  get  their  notice  of  delivery 
promptly. 

QUANTITY  RATES 

Where  stock  is  listed  ‘‘per  10’’,  five  or  more  may 
be  sold  at  the  TEN  rate. 

Where  “dozen”  rate  is  given,  six  or  more  maybe 
sold  at  the  DOZEN  rate. 

Twenty-five  or  more  at  HUNDRED  rate. 

Two  hundred  fifty  or  more  at  THOUSAND  rate. 
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Customer  may  select  as  many  varieties  as  de- 
sired of  the  same  class  of  stock,  provided  the 
price  for  all  varieties  selected  is  the  same,  as  in 
Apple,  Peach,  Cherry,  etc. 

Where  the  price  differs  on  varieties,  as  with 
Grapes,  the  quantity  rate  will  apply  only  on 
varieties  listed  at  the  same  price.
